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1 . Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claim 1 , lines 10-11, the phrase "the rotation and motion of said at least one cleaning 
item" is without proper antecedent basis. Re claim 3, line 1 1 , applicant claims 
"alternating cleaning and washing cycles", however, the cleaning and washing cycles 
have not been positively set forth. At line 13, 14, the phrase, "said apparatus itself is 
without proper antecedent basis. This is also applicable to the phrase "said degassing 
means" in claim 14, line 1. 

2. Claims 1-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Zucker, Welter, Hobbs, Reid, Hohmann et al., Lin et al., 
Nishibayashi, Shibano, Medlock, Sasaki et al., Wen, Rich, Berke et al., Japan'926, 
Japan'168, Japan'030, Japan'258, Japan'877, Japan'603, Japan'313, Japan'407, 
Japan'281, and USSR'877, note the ultrasonic means.
